Several American soldiers sprung 
out of somewhere a few moments 
after we arrived, 
. They grasped the 
situation instant- 
ly, and began 
tearing at the 
sides. of the plane 
With pliers and

made.a thunderous noise. 1 peered 
inside and asked the pilot: 

“Does the noise bother you?” 

He said, ‘‘No, I can stand it. But 
tell them to be careful when they 
break through on the other side—my 
leg is broken, you know." 

But the American boys worked 
faster than we believed possible, 
They tore their fingers on the 
jagged edges of the metal; they 
broke strong aluminum ribs with 
one small crowbar and a lot of 
human strength, Soon they had 
a hole big enough so that 1 could 
get my head and shoulders in- 
side the cockpit. 


Somebody handed me a canteen 
of water and I shoved it through the 
hole to the pilot. He drank avidly. 
When he put the canteen down he 
set it on his bare chest and held it 
with both hands, 

“By God, 1 could drink a river 
dry," he said, 

Somebody outside said not to let 
him drink any more right now, The 
pilot sald, “Would you pour some 
on my head?” 

2 soaked my dirty handkerchief, 
and rubbed his forehead with it, His 
hair was nut brown in color and 
very long. His whiskers were red- 
digh and scraggly and he had a little 
mustache, His face seemed long 
and thin, and yet you could tell by 
his tremendous chest that he was a 
big man and powerful. 

His eyes were not glassy, but I 
was fascinated by his eyeballs. They 
didn’t protrude; it was just that they 
were so big, When he turned them 
toward you, it was as though he 
was slowly turning two bis brown 
tennis balls.

Inside the plane, the stench was 
shocking, My first thought was that 
there must be another man in the 
plane who had been dead for days. 
I said to the pilot:

What I had smelled was the pilot 
himeelf. Wo couldn't see the lower 
part of his left leg, but we judged It 
must be gangrenous and in a horrl- 
ble shape.

CHURCH ACTIVITIES | DEWEY LASHES AT FDR- 


IN FIGHTING SPEECH 


Following are highlights of Governor Thomas E. Dewey's 
address delivered in the Municipal Auditorium in Oklahoma 
City, Oklahoma, on September 25 and broadcast coast-to- 


coast, 


Governor Dewey said ih part: 


Last Saturday night September 23 
the man who wants to be President 
for sixteen years made his first 
apeech of this campaign. It wag a 
speech of mid-slinging, ridicule and 
wise-cracks, It plumbed the depths 
ot demagogy by dragging into this 
earnpaign names of Hiller and Goeb- 
bels; it descended. to quoting from 
“Mein Kampf’ and {o reckless 
charges of ‘fraud! and “falsehood.” 

I shall not use the inctles of our 
enemies by quoting from “Mein 
Kampt.' 1 will never divide Ameri- 
ca, Those tactics also I leave to 
my opponent. 

I shall never make a speech to 
one group of American people Incit- 
ing them ¢* hatred and distrust of 
any other gevup. 

My opponent, however, has chosen 
to wage his eampaign on the record 
ot the past and has indulged in 
charges of fraud and falschood. 

My opponent deseribes as, and I 
quote him, a “fantastic charge,” 
the statement that his administra- 
tion plans to keep men In the army 
when the war Is over and that it 
intends to. keep them there because 
jt fears there will be no jobs for 
them in eivil life. Well, who brought 
that up? 

Here is the statement of a high 
official of the administration as re- 
ported on Aug, 23, 1944, In the pub- 
lication of the United States army, 
the Stars and Stripes, He sald: 

“We cain keep people in the army 
about as cheaply as we could create 
meee agency for them when they are 
out. 

Now, who said that? It was the 
national director of selective service 
appointed by Mr, Roosevelt and still 
in office, 

But, says Mr. Roosevelt, the war 
department thereafter Issued a plan 
for what he called “speedy dis- 
charges," You can read that plan 
from now until doomsday and you 
cannot find one word about “speedy 
discharges.”’ It Js, in fact, a atate- 
ment of the priority in which men 
will be dlachargad after the war, It 
does not say whether they are to be 

retained In service a month or years 
fifter victory. The present admin- 
Jstration, with its record of peace- 
time failure, is afraid to bring men 
home after victory. 

In March, 1040, Mr, Roosevelt had 
been in office seven yenrs, Yet the 
depression was. stil with us, We 
au had ten million Americans un- 
omployed. Those are not my fig- 
uxds——those ore the figures ot the 
American Federation of Labor. 

Now I had not intended fn this 
camp paign to rake over my oppo- 
nent's sad record of falling to pre- 
pare the defenses of this country 
for war, Ita all in the pasta very 
tragle past.
